Woman occupies.a position of un- | 
usual prominence in Poland. Some 
place her as superior to man in nearly 
every way. In the various conspirac- 
ies and in the revolutions against 
Russia Polish women have had an 
important part. Many have given 
up all their worldy goods in the cause 
of their country, while others have 
fought on the field of battle and lost 
their lives in the same cause. Still 
others have gone into exile without 
a murmur. They are capable of any 
sacrifice for patriotism and they 
prove their sincerity by their actions. 
The women are still the most zealous 
patriots and it is due to them more 
than the other sex that patriotic feel- 
ing is still so intense. Thus writes 
Nevin O. Winter in his “Poland of 
today and Yesterday.” 

The Polish women, he continues, 
have always been .noted or their 
beauty and the perfect shape of their 
hands and feet. Sometimes one will 
see more women in the fields than 
men, and a kaleidoscopic effect of col- 
or is then visible. Blue, green, yel- 
low, gold and silver are mingled in 
various combinations. They pin up 
the overskirt, which leaves a bright 
petticoat exposed to view. 

Woman is valued chiefly for the 
work she can do and she is expected 
to bear a large family of children as 
well. Fora man to say that his wife 
does more work than a horse, or two 
horses is considered the acme of 
praise. It is no wonder that a girl 
naturally attractive soon grows old 
and haggard. Hard work, with little 
pleasure, the care of a numerous fam- 
ily and no regard for personal attrac- 
tion must inevitably leave their mark 
before many years. Hence it is that 
many of these Polish women look 
haggard and old even before they 
have passed the third decade of life. 

There are indeed few bright spots 
in a Polish pasant girl’s life after 
marriage. In their youth some of 


the girls are very attractive and they 
look quite charming in their pictures- 
que national costumes that are still 
common in Galicia. They generally 
go barefooted in summer, for boots 
cost money. Sometimes they will 
carry their boots when going to the 
ehurch and only put them on just 
before entering the sanctuary.

‘(Do women work on the railroads 
as section hands?” I asked a fellow 
passenger on the railway to Galicia. 
I had seen groups of women along the 


track with pick and shovel in hand, 
but could scarcely believe that they 
did the hard work of that occupation. 

“Yes, and they do the work better 
than the men,” he replied. 

At Cracow I have seen them car- 
rying mortar for the masons and plas- 
terers where new buildings were be- 
ing erected. They were spading the 
flower beds in the parks and were do- 
ing the work as well as the mascu- 
line overseer could have done it. They 
hang paper or paint a house. It did 
not make any difference whether 
there were three or a dozen women 
working together, there was always 
one man who did nothing but act

SUBWAY IS 
GREATER THAN 
BIG DITCH 


New York, July 9—The figures and 
facts of New York’s vast subway 
undertaking made the building of the 
Panama Canal and the construction 
of the Aqueduct water supply line 
diminish greatly in comparison, To- 
day the city has under contract more 
than $110,000,000 in subway con- 
struction and elevated railroad ex- 
tension, leaving Father Knickerbock- 
er, after Uncle Sam finishes his canal 
enterprise the biggest contractor on 
earth. In the past year, since the 
contracts were signed,: the city has 
awarded more than $27,000,000 in 
work and has already put into op- 
eration one of the lines provided for 
in the dual system—the Centre-St. 
loop. 

Engineers find little for compara- 
tive figures in the three great engin- 
eering works, the Panama Canal, the 
subways and the Aqueduct line. 

“The subway is by far the most in- 
tricate engineering test,’’ said one 
of the Pacific Service Commission En- 
gineers. It is not much of-a task to 
put several great steam shovels at 
work and excavate a ditch throngh a 


mountain side. Of course there they 
have to watch for the slides; but in 
the subways there is not alone the 
slides, but the difficulties of shoring 


proper support for sky _ scrapers, 
while the tubes are forced hundreds 
of feet beneath them. Then you have 
the traffic to watch, new streets to lay 
and keep free and the removal of the 
earth through the small openings. 
“The watershed passageway had 
many difficult points for engineers, 
but nothing more than our contrac- 
tors meet every day.”’ 

When completed the New York 
subway will have represented an out- 
lay of $600,000,000 and will have a 
mileage of 620. The Panama canal 
cost $375,000,000, and is forty-eight

BUILDING SHIPS 
FOR CANAL 
TRADE: 


Washington, July 9.—That Amer- 
ican marine men actively are pre- 
paring for the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal was indicated today in re- 
ports of the department of com- 
merce, showing that seven of the 
principal merchant ships built in the 
United States in the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1914, were for the Isth- 
mian trade. Each steamer averages 
more than 6000 gross tons. 

During hte year 1291 vessels were 
built. Of that number 917 were 
steamers, 319 unrigged and 55 sail- 
ing vessels. They total 311,578 gross 
tons. In the year previous 1548 
ships were built. 

The larges tvessel constructed— 
the Matsonia for the Hawaiian trade 
—was of 972g tons. It is the big- 
gest ship built in the United States 
since 1905. The oil tanker John D. 
Archbold, of 8374 tons, constructed 
during the year, is the largest ship 
of its class ever tanched from an 
American yard. 

More than half of the new ships, 
677, were built for the Atlantic and 
general trade, 234 for the Pacific, 144 
for the Great Lakes and 139 for 
Western rivers.
